Youstt  tells  bow 
thus  on  oue  occasion,  in  order  to  test 
the  dog,  a  man  was  given  an  hour's 
start,  bu|  it  s  -cured  him  in  an  hour  and 
a  half  rxmoealed  in  a  tree  nearly  fifteen 
mil's  fr<nn  home.  Auother  instance 
has  been  recorded  how  that  a  Mr.  Law¬ 
rence,  who  was  well  known  as  a  sports¬ 
man  early  iu  the  present  oeutury,  had 
to  discharge  n  gr.iom,  who,  out  of  re¬ 
venge,  returned  to  tho  stable  nnd  muti 
lAtod  a  favorite  hunter.  He  saw  traced 
by  means  of  a  bloodhouud  for  twenty 
miles,  the  honnd  finding  the  fellow  in 
bed,  wbo,seoing  «.a*ajie  impossible,  con¬ 
fessed  his  crime.  Poachers  have  often 
been  traged  by  bloodhounds,  as  have 
fngitivo  slaves  in  America  nnd  Cuba. 

During  the  wars  iu  Ireland  they  were 
employed  to  discover  those  who  had  fled 
to  the  hogs  and  wilds  from  their  foes, 
and  pagoa  might  b«  written  illustrative 
of  the  marvelous  Bcenting  power,  under 
almost  every  variety  of  circumatances, 
of  the  bloodhound.  One  of  the  most 
recent  oaaes  wag  that  at  Blackbury, 
about  twalve  years  ago,  when  Fish,  who 
murdered  a  little  girl,  was  cuvi  ted  by 
a  bound. 

Another,  evidently  an  advancer  of  the 
little  beagle  says:  As  I  have  been  for 
years  advocating  the  use  of  dogs  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  tho  police  in  the 
detection  of  crime,  perhaps  the  public 
might  b#  interest'll  if  1  state  in  what 
way  doga  would  be  useful.  Iu  the  first 
place  I  am  convinced  that  bloodhounds 
will  not  do,  there  being  many  objections 
to  them,  the  first  objection  l>eing  that 
bloodhounds  are  savage,  and  if,  l>y  s» 
cident,  they  got  onto  tho  line  of  an  in¬ 
nocent  Ban,  they  might,  when  they 
overtook  thim,  do  him  serious  mischief 
before  tht  owner  could  come  up;  but  to 
lan  there  seems  to  bo  an  unan- 
objeetiou — namely,  they  are
